Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-4, drawn to dishwasher. 
Group II, claim(s) 5-18, drawn to controlling method for dishwasher 



2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Rappette (US 
2004/0045586) teaches a dishwasher comprising an upper arm; a user selector (Fig. 3, 
#41); a microcomputer control (Fig. 3, #40); a power control (read as load driver, Fig. 3, 
#45) for controlling an operation of a wash pump and drain pump (Fig. 3). Rappette 
remains silent about controlling a wash water flow selectively between upper wash arm 
and lower wash arm. However, Springer (US 5,494,062) teaches a valve (Springer, 
Fig.1 , #26) controlled by a controller (Springer, Fig.1 , #30), which is fully capable of 
controlling a wash water flow selectively between upper wash arm and lower wash arm. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the dishwasher of Rappette by adding a valve controlled by a 
controller (Springer, Fig.1 , #30) as mentioned in Springer to supply spray arms with 
water alternately to reduce noise produced by the water jets impinging on a crockery. 
Since all the technical features claimed in claim 1 are known from the prior art, group I 
and group II lack of unity.
